Speaking of water that has 
passed down Indian Creek, brings 
to mind that о none afternoon 
in the middle 
189G's a heavy 
downpour fell, which soon had 
the old creek bank full and in 
some places overflowing, espec­ 
ially was this so at the S-shaped 
bend in the southwest part of 
town near the old I. B. Brown 
residence. In an early day Jim 
Holland had a flour mill and gin. 
I understand, on the body of land 
surrounded by the loup of the 
creek, but at the time of the 
flood in mind there was no flour 
mill, but the old building had 
been converted into a gin, how­ 
ever. can't recall who was operat­ 
ing it. Ginning was in progress 
at the time of the storm and the 
yard was full of baled cotton, and 
when the water filled the chan­ 
nel of the creek and then cut 
across the neck of land on which 
the gin and yards were located, 
the bales of cotton began to float 
Qulfward. Of course the men 
working at the plant procurred 
ropes and hooks and endeavored 
to grapple and tie the bales to 
the branches of the trees amonR 
which they were floating, some of 
them succeeded. but many bales 
were scattered down the creek 
for some distance, and were later 
retreived. This flood carried away 
the iron bridge near the old Jim 
Nabers place and the wooden 
bridge just back of the McCrary 
residence, thus making it neces­ 
sary for the people residing south 
of town to again use the old ford 
just south of the J. M. Childers 
place.

Mr. 
Price expect* to harvest 20.000 
pounds from his 6,000 trees on 173 
acres. Figured at 8 cents per 
pound, they will gross him $1,600. 
Mr. Price, one of the most suc­ 
cessful pecan men in Texas, when 
interview gave the following in­ 
formation: 
He started with 12,000 native 
trees in 1928 and from 1928 to 
1933 made an average of 15,000 
pounds of pecans. By eliminating 
one half of the trees he increased 
the annual average yield to 30,000 
pounds. His biggest crop was in 
1935 when he harvested 65,000 
pounds. Last year he made 46,000 
pounds. Within the next few years 
he plans to thin his trees to 4000. 
He says that the 4000 trees will 
make more nuts than will 6000 
on the same land and at the 
same time will furnish plenty of 
grass for the cattle which he 
grazes on his pecan orchard. 
Pecan tree roots spread twice as 
far as the height of the tree he 


ed that he thought something 
had to be done and suggested 
that the building be repaired ’f 
possible.

Two More Good 
Cotton Crops 
Are Reported 


Last week The Chief carried a 
story on Jake Fielder’s unusually 
good cotton crcp for. this year 
in which it was reported that he 
made five bales on 22 acres. Since 
then reports of two other good 
cotton crops have come in. 
A. A. Lam of Comanche made 
five and a half bales on 16 acres. 
Mr. Lam said he poisoned hia 
crop against pests and worked tt 
well. He is knowrn as a good cot­ 
ton farmer. 
Loren Armstrong of the Sidney 
community made the other good 
crop reported. He made an even 
third of a bale to the acre, pick­ 
ing five bales off 15 acres. Mr. 
Armstrong poisoned against pests.

The above estimate is based on 
labor at *1.00 per day plus feed 
for my teams. All labor in making 
this crop was hired by me and 
other estimates of cost is exactly 
what it cost me picking, ginning 
is actual cost. I poisoned the above 
cotton 5 times using 6 pounds per 
acre each time or 30 pounds per 
acre at a cost of 7 to 7Vic per 
pound for arsenic. In other words, 
I used about 1200 pounds. How­ 
ever. in the planting of the cotton, 
just after 1 finished planting I 
had a very heavy rain and I fail 
ed to get a good stand on about 
10 acres and I planted 6 acre- 
over on the 10th day of June and 
on this 6 acres I don’t think I 
made more than 200 pounds of 
cotton. I began planting about 
the 22nd or 23rd day of May— 
and the yield is approimately on 
34 acres. Insects were the worst 
I have ever seen. We had the 
fleas, leaf worm, boll worm and 
the weevil. My idea Is next year 
I will plant my full allowance of 
cotton; pant it from 2 to 3 weeks 
earlier, putting about 100 pounds 
of fertilizer per acre and when 
the squares begin to form, spray 
with sulphur first and then start 
your arsenic poison until crop is 
made.
